Another Voice on the Hearst Tape 



An SLA Field Marshal 
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Here is the statement by 
a member of the Symbio - 
nese Liberation Army which 
preceded the voice of Pa- 
tricia Hearst on the tape re- 
cording sent to radio station 
KPFA yesterday: . 

To those who would bear 
the hopes and future of our 
people that the voice of their 
guns express the words of 
freedom. Greetings to the 
people, and fellow com- 
rades, brothers and sisters. 

*’ My name is Cinque and to 
my comrades I am known 
as’ Cin. I am a black man 
and a .representative of 
black people. I hold the rank 
of General Field Marshal in 
the United Federated Forces 
of! the Symbionese Libera- 
tion Army. 

Today I have received an 
order from the Symbionese 
war council, the court of the 
people, to the effect that I 
am ordered to convey the 
following message in behalf 
of, the SLA and to insert a 
taped word of comfort and 
verification that Patricia 
Campbell Hearst is alive 
and safe. 

^The Symbionese Libera- 
tion Army is the federated 
union of military political 
elements of many different 
liberation struggles and of 
many different races. 

Our unified purpose is to 
liberate the oppressed peo- 
ples of this nation and to aid 
other oppressed people 
around the world in their 
struggle against fascist im- 
perialism and the robbery of 
their freedom and home- 
land. 

. Since this is the purpose 
and goal of the SLA it is 
therefore clear to us as it 
will be to all oppressed peo- 
ple that our interest is to 
serve and defend the people 
and not ourselves. Since the 
people shall always come 
fifst in our hearts and souls. 

The SLA has arrested the 
subject for the crimes that 
her mother and father have 
by their actions committed 
against we the American 
people and the oppressed 



people of the world. 

In understanding of this 
charge we must first under- 
stand who the Hearsts are, 
and who they serve, and rep- 
resent. 

Randolph A. Hearst is the 
corporate chairman of the 
fascist media empire of the 
ultra-right Hearst corpora- 
tion which is one of the 
largest propaganda institu- 
tions of this present military 
dictatorship of the militarily 
armed corporate state that 
we now live under in this na- 
tion. 

The primary goal of this 
empire is to serve and form 
the necessary propaganda 
and smoke screen to shield 
the American people from 
seeing the realities of the 
corporate dictatorship which 
Richard Nixon and Gerald 
Ford represent. 

This network of propagan- 
da and confusion has suc- 
ceeded in hiding the truth 
from the people. That truth 
being that this nation has 
suffered its first military 
corporate coup and that the 
Constitution, which some of 
us still believe in, has been 
overthrown. 

The fascist Hearst Corpo- 
ration is composed of firstly, 
a national newspaper syndi- 
cate which includes the San 
Francisco Examiner and 
Chronicle and others which 
jump from California and to 
as far away as New York 
and Philadelphia. 

Secondly, a magazine 
monopoly composed of over 
13 publications, which in- 
clude for example, House 
Beautiful, Harper’s Bazaar, 
Town and Country, and Cos- 
mopolitan. 

Thirdly, a TV and radio 
station empire across the 
nation with production of 
propaganda films of both na- 
tional and international use. 

Fourth, ownership of vast 
areas of real estate in the 
United States and Mexico, 
forests, grasslands and cat- 
tle farms. 

All of this is directly con- 



nected to Washington and 
the corporate dictatorship of 
Richard Nixon and Gerald 
Ford. That is to say that the 
Hearst empire is one of the 
empires of the ruling class 
and whose interests serve 
the rich and are in direct 
contradiction with the inter- 
ests of the people. Therefore 
they are enemies of the peo- 
ple. 

Mrs. Randolph A. Hearst 
is a member of the Universi- 
ty of California Board of Re- 
gents and i s responsible 
along with others appointed 
by Governor Ronald Reagan 
for the loaning of funds and 
the investments of our Cali- 
fornia tax monies in corpo- 
ration which have interests 
and do gain profit from the 
robbery, oppression, a* n d 
genocide carried out by fas- 
cist and racist .governments 
around the world and with- 
in the United States itself. 

The regents with the sup- 
port of Mrs. Hearst have 
time and time again been 
requested by we the people 
to not invest our money in 
such fascist corporations as 
General Motors, Westing- 
house, Gulf, Standard Oil, 
Bank of America and others 
who have and do serve and 
gain profit, from the oppres- 
sion, robbery, and murder 
that is comitted against 
black people of South Africa, 
where 70,000 black children 
a year die from malnutri- 
tion, against white people of 
Ireland where U.S.-trained 
British soldiers shoot down 
in the street Irish fathers 
and mothers a s U.S.- 
manufactured tear gas suf- 
focates Irish children as 
their older sisters and broth- 
ers rot in British concentra- 
tion camps, against the 
freedom of the Philippine 
people by United States and 
Marcos’ puppet soldiers use 
U.S. manufactured napalm 
to attempt to burn away the 
spirit of freedom from the 
hearts and souls of the poor 
and starving. 

The UC Board of Regents, 
one of California’s largest 
foreign investors,' supports 



through its investments the 
murder of thousands of 
black women and children of 
Mozambique, Angola and 
Rhodesia, murder designed 
to destroy the spirit that all 
humanity longs for. 

With all these crimes 
placed before the Board of 
Regents and Mrs. Hearst, 
with all the pleas from the 
people to stop supporting 
these corporations, and the 
murder of thousands of men, 
women, and children, the 
Board, and Mrs. Hearst, did 
not raise one voice in protest 
or refuse to be a party to 
these crimes committed 
against the American peo- 
ple. 

For these acts and others 
the court of the people hold 
the Hearst family accounta- 
ble for their crimes and hold 
that they are enemies of the 
people. 

We of the Symbionese Lib- 
eration Army hold the 
Hearst Corporation and the 
Hearst family and 1 the Board 
of Regents as well as the 
corporate states which they 
support and aid are enemies 
of the people, and as such 
that the people have a legal 
and human right and duty to 
attack said enemy according 
to the forms of war taken by 
the oppressed people against 
any enemy or murderer and 
oppressor to regain their 
freedom and liberty and to 
give life to their children 
and people. 

It is therefore the direc- 
tive of this court that before 
any form of negotiations for 
the release of the subject 
prisoner be initiated that an 
action o f good faith be 
shown on the part of the 
Hearst family to allow the 
court and the oppressed peo- 
ple of this world and this na- 
tion to ascertain as to the 
real interest and cooperative 
attitude of the Hearst family 
and in so doing show some 
form of repentance for the 
murder and suffering they 
have aided and profited 
from, and this good-faith 
gesture is to be in the form 
of a token gesture to the op- 
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pressed people that they aid 
tiie corporate state in rob- 
bing and removing their 
rights to freedom and liber- 
ty. 

This gesture is to be in the 
form of food to the needy 
and the unemployed and to 
which the following instruc- 
tions are directed to be fol- 
lowed to the letter. 

In closing, and in speaking 
personally for myself, and 
as a father of two children, l 
wish to say to Mr. Hearst 
and Mrs. Hearst that I, as 
well as the forces under my 
command to the authority of 
the court of the people, are 
not savage killers and mad- 
men and we do hold a high 
moral value to life. 

We value life very deeply 
and with all the spirit that 
we as human beings can 
bring forth in our hearts, but 
speaking as a father I am 
quite willing to lose both my 
children if by that action I 
could save .thousands of 
white, black, yellow and red 
children from a life of suf- 
fering, exploitation and mur- 
der, and I am therefore 
quite willing to carry out the 
execution of your daughter 
to save the life of starving 
men, women and children of 
every race and I am also, 
along with the loyal men 
and women of many races 
who love the people, quite 
willing to give our lives to 
freeing the people at any 
cost and if as you and others 
so naively believe that we 
will lose, let it be known that 
even in death we will win, 
for the very ashes of this 
fascist nation will mark our 
very graves. 

At this point in the tape, 
Patricia Hearst made her 
statement . Then the man 
who identified himself as 
Cinque concluded with : 

Mr. Hearst, urn, as your 



daughter said, she’s being 
held under the international 
codes of war regarding pris- 
oners of war and that is she 
is not going to be harmed in 
any manner unless any at- 
tempt is made to release her 
by force. 

She is being properly 
treated, properly fed and 
she has an exercise area, 
fresh air and so forth and 
she is not being harmed in 
any fashion. And this is also 
related to our. captured sol- 
diers that are being held at 
San Quentin and we hope 
that they will receive the 
same treatment according 
to the international codes of 
war. 

We understand from the 
national reports and so forth 
that the police authorities 
and others are attempting to 
place the responsibility upon 
us concerning the life of 
your daughter and to distort 
and mislead the realities of 
the facts of the matter. 

However, we wish to ex- 
press to you and to the au- 
thorities and to the public 
that whatever happens to 
your daughter will be totally 
your responsibility and the 
responsibility of the authori- 
ties which you represent. 
Her life will be maintained 
in the fashion that is accord- 
ed to the terms of war and if 
they and yourself violate 
these, her life and the blood 
of that will be upon your 
hands only. 

In regards to communica- 
tions, for security reasons 
and because of where we 
are at, it is not possible for 



us to maintam a continuous 
flow of communications with 
you. So don’t expect phone 
calls o r communications 
three or four times a week 
because they won’t come. 

When the stated good-faith 
gesture is conducted and we 
have means to ascertain as 
to if they are, we will begin 
negotiations for the release 
of your daughter. 

Until then, you can be 
sure and have our word, 
whatever that may be to 
you, that we will carry out 
our word to the letter and 
we mean exactly what we 
say. Death to the fascist in- 
sect that preys upon the life 
of the people.
